The disciple, like the master, 
became a plague to the British 
government and he was several 
times in prison, serving all-told 
some 13 years. Like Gandhi, 
Nehru toured the highways and 
byways of India to preach inde- 
pendence to the people until he 
became an object of hero wor- 
shir among the masses. 

So it was naturai that Gandhi 
Should have designated Nehru 
as his “political heir” and that 
the disciple should become the 
first prime minister of the Do- 
minion of India when Britain 
granted independence. Unhap- 
pily the division of the vast sub- 
continent into two dominions— 
Hindu India and Moslem Pakis- 
tan — resulted in bloody com- 
munal strife. 

Nehru is an _ internationalitst 
and a Socialist and is a bitter op- 
ponent of dictatorship. 

He is, however, what might be 
described as a _ middle-of-the- 
road Socialist. He believes in 
what he calls a “mixed economy” 
in which the state assumes man- 
agement of key industries, but 
still allows plenty of chance for 
private enterprise to operate.

Public In Error 
About Railways 


The popular attitude in West- 


ern Canada is to applaud the ef- 
forts of various groups which are 
bucking the increases awarded to 
the railways, It is a popular idea 


because no one wants to pay any 
more in freight than is absolute- 
ly necessary. 

Yet it is not going to do us 
very much good ii we persuade 
the Government to prevent arbi- 
trarily any increases if the result 
is that the Government has to 
make up a larger share of the 
operating costs out of subsidies 
drawn from pubiic funds, The 
only effect of that is that we pay 
the cost indirectly as part of our 
taxes. 

While some may argue that this 
will impose a larger share upon 
the East, jt means also that those 
who do not use the railways will 
be paying part of the bill for 
those who do. 

The new report from the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics dis- 
closes some disturbing figures, 
The operating revenue of Cana- 
dian railways increased by $90,- 
654,370 in 1948 an increase of 
11.5 per cent over 1947 to reach 
an all-time high. This resulted 
from the earlier increase in 
freight rates. But as against this 
the increase in wages and other 
costs ran expenses up from $690,- 
$21,047 to $808,126,455, an in- 
crease of $117,305,408 or 17 per 
cent 

Thus, in the when the 
railways did their record busi 
ness, their net revenues un opera- 
tions were actually $25,651,000 
lower than the previous year, the 
net revenue on operations having 
been reduced to $67,705,835.

duced or that any of the account- 
ing methods reflect inaccurate 
situations, then those matters 
should be adjusted. But to advo- 
cate a flat prohibition on the in- 
creases, aS Many are suggesting, 
is to advocate something just as 
futile as holding down a safety 
valve. In either case something 
is going to blow and we may as 
well realize it,

Spurn Reserve Block

cause they are faithful to dying wish of an early chief that} 
they fight for the heritage of their peoples, 200 Chippewa 
Indians are roaming the foothills as Canada’s last nomads. | 


Theirs is a strange story with 
many sides, and one is the ques- 
tion of why they should continue 
this nomadic, fruitless existence 
when for the sake of their children 
they could take up a 33,000 acre 
reservation which, it is reported 
has been blocked out for them 

Pecple hereabouts who are ac 
quainted with the Chippewas offer 
two answers 


TWO REASONS 

One is that the Chippewas claim 
their reason for not accepting 
treaty is because the country is 
their heritage and white man stole 
it without adequate compensation. 


The other answer is that the 
Chippewas believe the area 
blocked out for them too far 


from settled points and would not 
be productive. 

The blocked area is on the Nor- 
degg River, from north end of the 
present Cree reserve to the river 
and it is reported there are mil- 
lions of feet of marketable timber 
there but the Indians contend it is 
not suitable agriculturally 

S. they spurn settlement, live a 
life of wandering the foothills, a 
life that can best be described as 
paganistic—under present condi- 
tions—of ill-health and virtual illi- 


teravy for their children in com- 
parison with the reserve-bound 
Crees 
OTTAWA HEARS 

Their jot was brought to atten- 
tion of the country last week wher 
F, D, Shaw (SC-Red Deer) asked 
in the Ottawa house what the fed-

resentative, “and they can’t be ex- 
pected to continue that forever’ 


But the story is much deeper 
than the fee problems of the 
doctors. 


It is a situation that many people 
around Rocky Mountain House be- 
lieve “should be fully investigated” 
by Ottawa. 

As one man said, “only God 
knows how the Chippewas live. . 


by sorting over refuse at the rear 
of white men’s stores, by what 
hunting they can get, by what 
work they, can get in sa\emills or 
clearing brush” 
LIVE IN TENTS 
They live in tents, travel from 
place to place with horses. They 
keep hustling to keep themselves 
and in winter their horses must 


hustle for their keep. 

The children are taught to read 
and write their own language, but 
in other ways are virtually illiter- 
ate and the longer the situation 
continues, the worse it becomes 
for other generations that manage 
to survive. 

Perhaps the man at the bottom 
of it all is old Chief Jim O'Chiese 
who died about 12 years ago at 
107 years. 

It was Old Jim who years ago 
led the band to hunt around Nor 
degg, Brazeau and North Saskat- 
chewan rivers each winter, In the 
spring, after disposing of their 
catch at Rocky Mountain House 
they would go east to what is now 
Red Reed to spend the summer in 
the Nose Hills.

Mr. Stelfox recalled that when 
he came to Rocky Mountain House 
in 1923 the Chippewas were a 
“mighty ragged looking lot” 

He said they lived in shacks that 
were no better than hovels with 
the one hole used for a window 
generally covered with sacking 

Today they haven't that
